OTTAWA, Jan. 28.—(CP) — Re- 
ports of atrocities committed by the 
Japanese against Allied prisoners 
of war are “so horrible and over- 
whelming as to be almost incred- 
ible,” Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King said today in the House of 
Commons. 

He was commenting on a report 
on atrocities against American pris- 
oners of war in the Philippines, is- 
sued yesterday by the United 
States office of war information at 
Washington, and a statement in the 
British house of conimons today by 
Foreign Secretary Eden. 

He said the Canadian govern- 
ment and people have the utmost 
sympathy for the prisoners, and 
for the governments of Britain and 
the US. 

“We share to the full their (the 
governments’) feeling of shame 
and indignation,” Mr. King said,

OTTAWA, Jan. 28.—(CP)—Im- 
proved credit facilities for farm- 
ers, research to find new uses for 
agricultural products, extension 
of overseas markets, and classi- 
fication of all agricultural lands 
in Canada were recommended in 
the report of the advisory com- 
mittee on reconstruction, tabled 
today in the House of Commons. 


The main report was presented to 
the cabinet by Dr. F. Cyril James, 
principal of McGill University and 
committee chairman. The recom- 
mendations for agriculture were 
prepared by a sub-committee head- 
ed by Donald G. McKenzie of Win- 
nipeg. 

The farm loan board could make 
effective an interest rate of four or 
4% per cent without loss to the 
government and be a greater factor 
in contributing to the security and 
Stabilization of the farming indus- 
}try and in forcing interest rates 
generally to a lower level, said the 
report. 


CLASSIFY ALL LANDS 

In planning for post-war agricul- 
tural reconstruction, the first step 
should be a complete classification 
of all agricultural lands, based on 
soil and economic surveys. Sub- 
marginal lands should be restricted 
from settlement and used only for 
such purposes as are consistent 
with their productive capacity. 

The Canadian government should 
take the lead in promoting an in- 
ternational policy of freeing trade 
relations and a standing committee 
should keep under continuous 
study means of expanding Cana- 
dian trade. 


The government should seek to 
have wheat made a free-trade 
commodity through the world, 
with a national wheat marketing 
council to promote increased ex- 
port of wheat and wheat pro- 
ducts. The council would be fin- 
anced by an initial appropriation 
from federal funds and later by 
an annual levy of not more than 
one-half of one per cent of the 
value of wheat exported, 


In seeking to retain present mar- 
kets for cattle, cheese, bacon, ap- 
ples, poultry and other farm pro- 
udects, the government should be 
ready to make arrangements to 
facilitate payment by other nations, 
the committee said. 

Food export commitments similar 
to those now in effect with the 
United Kingdom should be negoti- 
ated to bridge the transition period 
after the war. Action slfould be 
taken in the domestic field to see 
that prices are held at reasonable 
levels during this period. 
OTHER RECOMMENDATIONS 

1—National marketing legislation 
should be considered for applica- 
tion if necessary. 

2—All governments should use 
“all reasonable means” to encour- 
age the organization and develop- 
ment of co-operative activities in 
relation to agriculture. 


3—Modern, efficient and well- 
organized terminal market facil- 
ities should be established in 
larger urban centres, 


4—Research on farm-product util- 
ization should be extended. 

5. A new government-supported 
laboratory on use of farm products, 
with facilities for pilot-plant in- 
vestigations, 
in the prairies. A similar research 
service on central and eastern Can-

LONDON, Jan. 28,—For- 
eign Secretary Anthony Eden 
charged in Commons today 
that the Japanese had killed 
thousands of British Empire 
war prisoners by _ torture, 
starvation or refusal of med- 
ical attention. 

“The Japanese violated not 
only the principles of interna- 
tional law, but all the canons of 
decent civilized conduct,” Eden 
said in a statement paralleling 
U.S. army charges that the Axis 
eastern partner ‘was responsible 
for the deaths of more than 7,700 
American war prisoners. 

Even the strongest British rep- 
resentations through the protecting 
power have brought only “evasive, 
cynical or otherwise unsatisfactory” 
replies from Japan, Eden said. 

“The (British) government feel, 
and the Dominions and the Allies 
feel, that there is nothing left for 
us but to make the facts public and 
hope, perhaps, that action at long 
last will bring Japanese authorities 
to an understanding of their re- 
| sponsibilities,” he declared.

“All of the evidence available 
at the present time suggests a tre- 
mendous spending spree and a 
serious danger of post-war infla- 
tion if rapid adjustments are not 
made to changing circumstances 
by governments and private enter- 
prise,” said the report. 

If the danger of inflation can be 
avoided, the committee said, the 
accumulation of purchasing power 
will create a demand for goods 
which will aid the government in

SUMMARY OF OBJECTIVES

STRESS INDUSTRY’S ROLE 

The role of private enterprise In 
the post-war period was stressed, 
but the committee found that the 
government should make known its 
policies as soon as possible and | 
recommended that every private | 
enterprise be encouraged to de- 
velop a long-range program of cap- 
ital expenditure. 

A study of the extent to which 
existing financial machinery meets 
the needs of small business for cap- 
ital funds was recommended.

Annual income rather than 
hourly or weekly wage rates 
should be stressed and more con- 
sideration should be given to

The committee warned against an 
| attempt by labor to maintain for all 
workers the highest wages received 
by some workers during the war.

An Election Program 


It requires no great political perspic- 
acity to, clearly see that the Speech from 
the Throne foreshadows a general elec- 
tion in Canada, It is an imposing bid for 
public good will, It is plainly an election 
program. 

The legislation forecast in the Speech 
covers reforms that have been demanded 
from one end of Canada to the other. 

Family allowances, export credits, 
housing legislation, rehabilitation on a 
generous scale, revision of the Bank Act, 
social security provisions—all these prom- 
ise an attempt to establish a better and a 
happier society in this country. All prom- 
ise social and economic improvements. 

But since this is obviously an election 
program, it is impossible to begin to praise 
it until the promises are definitely imple- 
mented. 

It is impossible even to estimate the 
benefactions implied in this Speech until 
those benefactions become law in actual 
operation. ’ 

One may say that the prospect is 
bright, that Canadian hopes of a social 
and economic betterment rise higher than 
ever. But Canadian approval or disapprov- 
al will be withheld until those hopes are 
realized in a concrete and tangible way.

Rationing Increases 


The Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
announces that on February 3 the quanti- 
ties of preserves, jams, jellies, honey, 
molasses and maple syrup purchasable on 
a “D” coupon will be doubled. That, of 
course, is good news for everyone. In a part 
of the country where many of these pro- 
ducts are not naturally grown and where 
fresh fruit is inclined, through freight 
costs, to be high in price, this increased 
ration is doubly appreciated. 

It may be permissible to wonder, how- 
ever, if the classes of foodstuffs made 
available to the public in varying amounts 
are determined by chance or after a close 
study of dietetic necessities. 

In other words, it is labor scarcity that 
limits such natural products, and the ques- 
tion is this: is labor being systematically 
shifted to produce those foodstuffs which 
contribute most to the national nourish- 
ment? 

For instance, does anyone take the 

trouble to find out if Canadians are enjoy- 
ing a balanced and nutritive diet? If they 
are not enjoying a balanced and nutritive 
diet, are any steps being taken to direct 
labor into the production of those food- 
stuffs which will supply a balanced diet? 
. Food rationing should be something 
more than expedient. And the concern of 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
should encompass the national health 
rather than deal exclusively with the econ- 
omic aspects of the situation. 


The Fate of Rome 


Rome will escape the fate of Naples if 
the Nazis allow it to. This information was 
given out at Washington, unofficially, but 
in terms definite enough to make clear that 
it is authentic. If the Nazis vacate the city 
the Allied forces will by-pass it; such is the 
substance of the statement. As much could 
have been assumed. The place is militarily 
important only because and while it is held 
by the enemy. If they vacate there would 
be no need to attack the city, and no pur- 
pose to be served by “occupying” it in the 
military sense—though the Allies would 
be fully entitled to do so since Italy has 
capitulated. 

Whether Rome's religious and historic 
monuments and civilian population are to 
be spared the consequences of attack 
therefore rests with Marshal Kesselring. 
On his record there is not much ground to 
hope that he will evacuate his troops in 
order to save the city, But he may do so in 
order to save the troops, If he elects to 
make a stand there he will have to be 
thrown out, whatever incidental damages 
may be done to non-military structures and 
noncombatants. And it cannot be beyond 
his comprehension that the Allies have 
both the power and the will to do this, 

In Italy, as in Russia, the important 
point is not what places are taken from the 
enemy, but how many enemy divisions and 
how much enemy equipment can be de- 
stroyed. As the only legitimate authority 
in Italy has joined the Allies, Rome is en- 
titled to immunity from Allied bombs and 
shells, But the Nazis can deprive it of that 
immunity if they choose to make it a 
battleground.

Things To Be Done 


In reporting to Parliament on Wednes- 
day, the Reconstruction Committee of the 
House of Commons expressed confidence 
that full post-war employment can be 
maintained in Canada by a progressive 
public policy of development aimed to 
encourage and supplement private enter- 
prise, To this end the Committee made a 
lengthy list of recommendations, each of 
which will receive detailed consideration 
in due course. Some of these are of nation- 
wide interest, such as that of placing a 
floor under farm prices; providing im- 
proved credit facilities for farmers; com- 
pletion of a first-class all-weather Trans- 
Canada highway; the extensive explora- 
tion of natural resources, But a large num- 
ber of the proposals are of direct and par- 
ticular concern to western Canada, and to

no part of the west more than to Alberta. 

These include the investigation of oil 
and mineral resources in the Mackenzie 
river and contiguous territory; the exten- 
sion of the Trans-Canada highway scheme 
to serve all national and provincial parks 
and connect with the Alaska highway; the 
building of a direct railway line from 
Peace River to the Coast; a general agri- 
cultural, industrial and mineral survey of 
the northwestern zoné; the testing of coal 
reserves and development of the Atha- 
basca tar sands; preservation of forest 
areas on the eastern slopes of the Rocky 
Mountains; irrigation and development of 
water power in the prairie region. 

Few of these ideas are entirely new. 
But they have been set down now as items 
in an official list of things to be done if 
there is to be full employment in post-war 
years and a national income approximat- 
ing the unprecedented level attained in 
wartime. These proposals are not now op- 
tional, as they have been. Circumstances 
are compelling, and such plans will have to 
be carried through if the national needs 
are to be met. 

Obviously Alberta, the west generally, 
and the north country, are to figure large- 
ly in the program of post-war expansion 
which alone can enable the nation to avoid 
economic disaster and preserve wartime 
prosperity. 

The republic of Liberia has declared 
war against Germany and Japan, bringing 
the list of Allied countries to 35. Liberia 
is not a great military power, but its loca- 
tion may make it important as a landing 
place for planes flying the mid-Atlantic, 
and its ports may be useful ports-of-call 
for Allied patrol ships. 


Unfortunately, the attack made by Ger- 
man bombers on three hospital ships off 
an Italian port carries no shock of surprise, 
though it must inevitably stir resentment 
and detestation to the highest pitch and 
add bitterness to the fighting on that and 
other fronts. The attack shows that the 
Nazis are still Nazis. From adversity they 
have learned nothing of mercy nor even of 
prudence, They evidently intend to fight 
it out on the basis of frightfulness to the 
end, If Allied bombers are somewhat less 
sareful in future to pick out strictly mili- 
tary targets in Germany, those who suffer 
from thé change will know that they have 
Hitler and his luftwaffe to thank for their 
misfortunes,

Australia’s Premier Is 
Known As “Austerity 


John”

CANBERRA, AUS.—No_ prime 
minister of Australia ever faced a 
more eventful prospect that John 
Curtin, whose Labor government 
was recently returned to office 
with a solid majority for a three- 
year term, The coming years may 
easily be the most momentous in 
Australié’s history, for they should 
see the attention of the democ- 
racies shifting for the first time in 
world history fully to the Pacific. 
They should also see the final 
shaping, if not the end, of the 
death struggle with Japan. They 
are bound also to see a fresh bal- 
ance of British Commonwealth re- 
lations in which Curtin cannot fail 
to play a decisive role, and a new 
pattern of economic and political 
relations for Australia with other 
nations, especially the United 
States. 

It is Curtin’s fate that Australian 
politics has thrust him upon the 
high pinnacle of the prime min- 
istership at this turning of the 
page of Pacific history. He will be 
known in the record as “Austerity 
John,” for his government has had 
to impose upon an undisciplined 
people and country the most severe 


Antimacassars Are in Style 


These Tidies Are Great 
Protection to Your 
Furniture

According to my old friend the 

dictionary an antimacassar is a 
cover for the back or arms of a 
chair, sofa, etc, a tidy. Well, it is 
these antimacassars or tidies that 
are coming back in style. The re- 
vival of these collar and cuff sets 
for upholstered furniture are as 
smart as the bit of white at the 
neck and sleeves of a chic black 
dress, 

Of course, there never was any 
genuine decorative quarrel with 
antimacassars. The trouble was 
about the only kind seen for so 
long were the crocheted ones, 
which went quaintly into informal 
or old-fashioned rooms but not so 
well just anywhere, 

Now, though, you can make anti- 
macassars out of just about any- 
thing that suits your fancy and 
your room. If you don't want them 
to be too prominent make them 
of the same material or of the 
same color as the furniture itself 
—or dye your crocheted tidies to 
match the furniture covers. 


Modern and Antique 


On the other hand, if your room 
is too monotone already, you can 
pep things up a lot with flowered 
or plaid or checked antimacassars, 
Keep in mind that the antimacas- 
sar must come off frequently for 
washing or dry cleaning. 

Don't be coy in the wrong places 


with your antimacassars, For mod- 
ern furniture select a_ tailored 
fabric and a sleek design; for 18 
century antiques be more formal 
with dyed fine net or matching 
brocade, 

On certain fanciful antiques you 
can be a little fabulous with big 
flowered chintz, while for a pro- 
vincial or colonial piece you could 
venture into heart-shaped anti- 
macassars if you have a knack of 
getting away with things. The nice 
part about refurnishing with anti- 
macassars is that quite a binge 
doesn’t run into much yardage. 


Slip Covers 


The idea has all the virtues of 
patching in that it doesn’t mean 
discarding an entire covering just 
because the vulnerable spots were 
worn, There are several ways to 
make today’s antimacassars. 

You can simply have straight 
oblong pieces of material, about 
the size and shape of the crocheted 
types, with straight edges or with 
scalloped or shaped edges. These 
may have a bound finish or a 
fringe or braid edging. 

You can also make your anti- 
macassars just like abbreviated 
slip covers, fitting them to the 
shoulders of the chair just as you 
would a tailored slip cover, except 
that they go only part way down 
the back, making a sort of fitted 
collar and cuff set for chair back 
and each arm. In this case better 
have welted seams and as a rule 
a fringed edging works best, 
though a bound edge could be used 
if the material calls for that. Some- 
times quilting is interesting for 
antimacassars. 


Of course, if you are really fore- 
sighted, you will have your anti- 
macassars made when your cover- 
ings are new so they will stay that 


way longer. 
Incidentally, remember where 
antimacassars got their name? 


They date from the days when 
gentlemen slicked their hair to a 
high gloss with macassar oil and 
“tidies” were thought up by 
thrifty housewives to prevent dam- 
age to chair covers, 


Conversation Groups 


Speaking of chairs and sofas, re- 
member when you arrange your 
living room that people like to 
talk. An evening of conversation 
or an hour of tea talk is still one 
of the chief and most pleasant 
means of entertainment. 

Some rooms are conducive to 
conversation, others not. If you 
have to shout across a room or 
squirm around to see the person 
you are talking to, there won't be 


much entertaining talk for the 
effort will be too great. 
Our ancestors’ lives revolved 


around their fireplaces, and while 
we no longer depend on them for 
heating, they still are ideal focal 
points. Chairs flanking them solve 
the problem easily. But when you 
don’t have a fireplace, use a sofa 
or daybed as the chief feature and 
flank it with chairs, 

Well-planned furniture groups 
have a permanent look about them. 
They appear to be complete as 
they are, It should never be neces- 
sary to assemble a group after the 
guests arrive, although it is per- 
fectly legitimate to draw up an 
extra chair or two. 


MacArthur Cameraman’s Delight 


General’s Good Looks Are 
Handicap in His Job in 
Pacific

SOMEWHERE IN AUSTRALIA. 
—General Douglas MacArthur is a 
cameraman’s delight, but he would 
be better off if he never faced a 
lens again. 

In public life there are two kinds 
of men who suffer from news pho 
tography. There are the non-pho- 
togenic, like Alf. 
Landon, who are 
always caught 
with silly grins. 
And there are the 
superphotogenic 
like General Mac- 
Arthur, who can't 
help showing up 
like a collar ad. 

Some of Mac- 
Arthur's intimates 
think the glamor 
that has been as- 
sociated with him

is in good part a figment of the 


imagination, conjured up by the 
accident of a super-duper camera 
profile. 

Actually the General lives a 
quiet family life here. He is sel- 
dom seen in public, and never seen 
at cocktail parties. He does very 
little entertaining. He is a sedate 
serious, intent worker. He is by 
far the most colorful figure of the 
war in the popular mind, but those 
around him consider him much less 
of a showman than most of us in 
the States do. 

General MacArthur spends part 
of the time at his rear headquarters 
in Australia, and part at forward 
headquarters in New Guinea, where 
he goes when action is under way 
Then he returns to the rear base 
here to plan the next operation.

His office here is on the top floor 
of a modern office building, some- 
thing like the Munsey building in 
Washington, His staff occupies 
most of the building, with two floors 
assigned to a naval staff under Vice: 
Admiral Thomas C, Kinkaid. 

Civilians have an erroneous idea 
of a modern military ‘headquarters, 
which is usually not in tents but in 
vast offices in a big city. It is like 
the headquarters of a stee] corpora- 
tion in New York, with plants out 
in the field. In Africa General Eis 
cnhower had offices and staff head 
quarters in a large hotel, others of 
his staff using a big office building 
In London, headquarters of the Eu 
ropean theatre of operations are in 
a big modern apartment building 
remodelled for offices, Genera! 
MacArthur's office here is about 
like that of a corporation president. 
It has standard mahogany office 
furniture, several easy chairs, a 
leather divan. The only decora 
tions are two engravings of George 
Washington and one of Lincoln, 
There is no military atmosphere. 


There are no trophies, flags, dec- 
orations or gadgets. MacArthur's 
uniform is the only military touch. 
He wears no decorations at all, just 
khaki shirt and trousers, with no 
blouse. He keeps a clean desk 
There were no papers on it when 
I was there. He smokes a pipe. 
walks around the room a good deal 
when he talks, and except for the 
nature of the conversation you 
would scarcely know there was a 


war on.

What he is like at forward head- 
quarters and at the front I hope to 
report later, This is just the story of 
the rear headquarters, and it is 
about what you find in Washington 
around the Pentagon or the Navy 
building, only on a smaller scale. 
Thousands of officers and men will 
go through the war out here with- 
out ever seeing a Jap or hearing a 
shot or an air-raid siren. 

General MacArthur lives in an 
apartment at the best hotel here, 
which is occupied by the army and 
navy. It has modern furniture and 
air-cooling, which is helpful in the 
sweltering January weather, al- 
though the cooling system was off 
part of the time I was a guest at 
the hotel. 

Mrs. MacArthur is a petite bru- 
nette from Murfreesboro, Tenn, 
She and their son Arthur, now 6, 
came out from Corregidor with the 
general and are living here. Christ- 
mas came late for little Arthur, as 
his father spent Christmas in New 
Guinea with the troops. Arthur 
was told when Christmas day 
came, but his mother said Santa 
Claus was up north with father 
and would come back with him. 
They had Christmas more than a 
week late—a typical little boy's 
Christmas with a tinseled tree, for 
which they had to search the coun- 
try for many miles, as there is 
little pine here. Arthur's gifts 
were also typical—an Indian tom- 
tom drum, a punching bag, an anti- 
aircrafl gun that makes a lot of 
noise. 

The dangerous escape from Cor- 
regidor, and the long weeks of 
bombing here, left no nervous 
scars on the child, such as night- 
mares, and that probably is a tri- 
bute to his mother’s calm care.

There is no use in your wonder- 
ing why I am writing this copy 
about General MacArthur.

In 
Curtin’s philosophy, Australia and 
its proud people should not ask for 
help until they have expended the 
ful last ounce of their own efforts 
in their own defence, “The prim- 
ary responsibility for the defence 
of this country,” he said, “devolves 
upon the people of Australia.” In 
a country that has a passion for 
horse-racing and gambling, Curtin 
has imposed raceless Saturdays. 

Curtin lives in the prime min- 
ister’s lodge, a white bungalow- 
type house owned by the govern- 
ment, It sits alongside one of Can- 
berra’s curving, spacious and 
empty avenues. His office is on 
the second floor of Parliament 
House, a simple white structure 
of brick and concrete, some day to 
be replaced by a massive, impos- 
ing home of the federal parlia- 
ment. Canberra is slowly filling in 
the outlines of a great city; Aus- 
tralia today possesses the founda- 
tions of a great nation of the fu- 
ture,

As he sits at his desk in his 
unadorned office, Curtain thinks 


about the riving problems of the 
future that are already central- 
ized in this very room, and in the 
cabinet room through a short pas- 
Sageway nearby, Federal parlia- 
ment is actually smaller in mem- 
bership than some of the state 
parliaments, and whoever is prime 
minister of Australia must seize 
the nettle of state rights. Curtin 
and his able attorney-general, Dr. 
H. V. Evatt, are in almost continu- 
ous negotiations with the states on 
constitutional reform. 

Curtin is just under six feet in 
height. He has gained ten pounds 
since he became wartime prime 
minister, too much desk work and 
too little exercise. He wears thick- 
lens glasses, suffers an astigma- 
tism from too much reading, for 
he is self-educated. A man of 
sober dress, he startled Canberra 
by appearing in a green felt hat 


not long ago. His father was a 
police sergeant who became a 
hotel manager, and John Curtin 


received a_ sketchy elementary 
schooling in seven different towns. 
He represents Fremantle, Western 
Australia, in parliament. He is a 
newspaperman and retains an Aus- 
tralian Journalistic Association 
card, 

Perhaps that is why Curtin 
maintains unusual relations with 
the press in Canberra, though the 
cabinet frequently meets in Mel- 
bourne where many government 
departments still reside. Curtin 
provides his press corps with more 
off-the-record, background  ma- 
terial on national and international 
affairs than any leader in Ottawa 
certainly, and doubtless in London 
or Washington either. Yet his 
Labor government has no friends 


among leading editors of Aus- 
tralia. 
Curtin is a_ teetotaler. He 


adopted the austere life in 1931, 
now following strict and simple 
rules as part of his training for 
political life. This point about 
Curtin betrays something of the 
willpower that dominates the man 
and through him, the party he 
leads. Curtin went to Geneva and 
London many years ago; has never 
been out of Australia since. His 
appearance at the coming confer 
ence of British Commonwealth 
prime ministers, and at subsequent 
international conferences, will 
mark the emergence of a new per- 
sonality, representing a Dominion 
that has came through the fire of 
desperate peril. Such conferences 
may mean trans-ocean flying for 
Curtin, who has flown in an air- 
plane only twice before. During 
the 1943 election campaign, so the 
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story goes, the R.A.A.F. flew the 
prime minister out to Perth, 2,500 
miles from Canberra, and as the 
story continues, Curtin endured a 
rough flying experience like a 
sport, Such incidents as this are 
reported around Australia in Cur- 
tin’s favor. 

Australia’s prime minister, like 
Canada’s, has no bodyguard. This 
astonishes U.S. servicemen on 
leave who see him in the streets, 
the railway stations and _ hotels, 
Curtin first ran for parliament in 
1914 and was defeated, and in the 
same year was rejected when he 
volunteered for the Australian Im- 
perial Force. He became a promi- 
nent anti-conscriptionist and ran 
foul of the Hughes government's 
anti-sedition regulation, Curtin was 
in jail for a few days. In this war, 
his government has imposed the 
most drastic military and labor 
conscription Australia has ever 
had, drafting men up to 55 years 
of age for essential construction, 
and also drafting women for war 
labor. 


These are essential points ex- 
plaining the man Curtin, He talks 
well, both in his place in parlia- 
ment or over his office desk. 

The success of his relations with 
General MacArthur surprises Aus- 
tralians, for Curtin has few inti- 
mates. His treasurer, J. B. Chifley, 
one of the ablest ministers, is his 
closest confident. Curtin and Chif- 
ley, with Evatt, J. A. Beasley, min- 
ister of supply and shipping, J. O. 
Makin, minister of navy and of 
munitions, and one or two others, 
represent right-wing labor that 
dominates the present Australian 
government. 

As he sits in the P.M.’s chair 
at the round table in the Canberra 
cabinet- room, Curtin faces men 
whom he himself did not select as 
|ministers, Australian Labor party 
tradition allows the caucus to elect 
the ministers, the prime minister 
to assign portfolios. Australia has 
{more Anglo-Saxon homogeneity 
than Canada, and the emergence 
of Australia into a position of 
greater influence and weight in the 
British Commonwealth creates 
ticklish problems. A.L.P. policy 
calls for Australians as governors- 
general; but the Curtin § govern- 
ment selected the Duke of Glouces- 
ter. The party accepted the Duke 
as an exception, but would not 
}amend its policy. Australia’s last 
wartime Labor prime minister, W. 
M. Hughes, left the party through 
disagreements. The party shows 
more signs of following its leader 
this time. 

Yet the pitch of politics in Aus- 
tralia is bitter. The pages of Han- 
sard are sprinkled with rowdy 
heckling of the prime minister 
such as the Canadian parliament 
only rarely hears. Curtin, his 
lieutenants and = successors, will 
seek constantly a new balance of 
relations with the states, a new 
balance of relations within the 
British Commonwealth, a new bal- 
ance in international relations. 
Last but not least, Australia has 
spared no margin in its mobiliza- 
tion for war, and the tasks of eco- 
nomic adjustment in the years 
ahead will be infinitely difficult. 
No Australian prime minister has 
faced greater problems than Cur- 
tin, to whom success in these 
troubled years ahead would bring 
the title in the more distant future 
of architect of the Greater Aus- 
tralia.

A mother would not need to be 
confused about the essential vita- 
mins if she would concentrate on 
remembering just four of them 
and the common sources from 
which they may be had. 

Let her think of A in terms of 
butter and cream and yellow 
vegetables; B as supplied by 
whole grain cereals; C in citrus 
fruits and D in cod liver oil or 
any of the concentrates. 


This gives her something to cling 
to and show her that when one 
plans a balanced diet and includes 
some of each of these one takes 
care of the vitamins which are most 
important to the growing child. 

Orange juice--or tomato juice— 

is the fruit chosen oftenest to re- 

present vitamin C in the diet. It 
becomes an essential the moment 
the baby is put on a bottled for- 
mula. The breast-fed baby may 
have orange juice, but the need 
for vitamin C is not acute so lang 
as the baby is nursing and gets in 
his food the “live” element pro- 

vided by C. 

But the tiny baby on an artificial 
food needs orange juice and though 
it may be started in teaspoonful 
amounts diluted with water, it 
should be increased rapidly to an 
ounce or two a day. By six months 
the baby may have four ounces of 
strained, sweet orange juice with or 
without water. 

If the orange juice is hard to get 
or economically punitive to the 
parent, then the strained juice of 
home-canned or commercially-can- 
ned tomatoes may be used. Because 
tomato juice made for adults often 
is highly seasoned it is less desir- 
able for the young baby than the 
unseasoned juice of plain tomatoes. 

Bring the juice to a boil, boil for 
10 minutes (if home canned), strain 
and put in a clean, sterilized glass 
jar and keep on ice. Warm when 
ready to use. Twice as much tomato 
juice is given as of orange juice. 

Some babies do not react well 
when given orange -juice, even 
though it is well diluted. For such 
babies ascorbic acid tablets of the 
usual standard size of 25 milligrams, 
are the first choice. The doctor will 
order the number needed each day. 

Our leaflet, “Diet from Two to 
Nine Months”, suggests the time at 
which orange juice is most agree- 
ably accepted. It may be had by 
sending your request for it to 
Myrtle Meyer Eldred in care of this 
newspaper together with 4-cent 
stamped, self-addressed envelope.

100,799 War Pilots 
Trained in States 


FORT WORTH, Tex., Jan, 28.—" 


(AP)—The United States Army Air 
Forces Training Command made 
public last night hitherto con- 
fidential statistics on the training 
which has produced marpower for 
what it termed the “world’s greatest 
air force now numbering in excess 
of 2,800,000 officers and enlisted 
men.” 

The figures show that 100,799 
pilots, 20,086 bombardiers, 18,805 
navigators, 107,218 aerial flexible 
gunners, and 555,891 ground and 
air combat crew technicians were 
graduated from the command's 
nation-wide network of flying and 
technical schools from Jan. 1, 
1939, to Nov, 30, 1943. 

The command trains all A.A.F, 
personnel, including pilots, bom- 
bardiers, navigators, gunners and 
65 different categories of tech- 
Nicians. 

Approximately 29,000 training 
planes of all types are used by the 

command.

at the opening of parliament pro- 
posed family allowances, indicating 
it.was following the alternative pro- 
posal of Mr. Justice McTague and 
Mr. Lalande. 

The draft of the new labor re- 
lations code now being prepared 
has not been made public, but it has 
been the subject of consuitations 
between the Dominion and the 


provinces and more recently opin- 
ions were sought from labor and 
employer organizations. Final re- 
visions now are being made. 


MOST VITAL QUESTION 


The majority report termed the 
right of collective bargaining “the 


most important question involved” 
in its investigation. Although the 
right had been recognized in a 


practical way in Canada for 50 
years it had been resisted “by far 
the majority of employers.” | 

“Generally speaking, the great | 
mass of employers, until compara- 
tively recent years, have employed | 
all weapons in their power to re-| 
sist and discourage the trade union 
movement,” the majority report 
said. 

A feeling of helplessness and 
hopelessness acquired during the 
depression years had led to a 
willingness on the part of labor | 
to be organized “under a new 
regime of aggressive unionism.” 
To meet these conditions some 
employers had organized “inde- | 
pendent” unions and even financed | 
them. The majority report said, 
that in time of war such a course 
was “a futile sort of process.” 

At another point the report said: 
“Labor itself, which is funda- 
mentally sound and loyal, suffers) 
from a good deal of irresponsible | 
leadership. Its total legitimate ends | 
cannot be acquired overnight.” 


ONLY SOLUTION 

A satisfactory code of labor re- 
lations would have to take cogniz- 
ance of unnecsesary and undesir- 
able tactics on the part of both! 
labor organizers and industry. 
“The only solution that we see! 
is to make collective bargaining} 
compulsory under a code providing 
a set of rules that will be fair to 
both parties and in the national in- 
terest and administered by an um-| 
pire who cannot be called into 
question,” the report said. 

“Generally speaking we have 
reached the decision from the evi- 
dence that under present war 
conditions it is in the national in- 


terest that such a principle of col- 
lective bargaining shoyld be | 
made compulsory.” The report | 


recommended that the code be 

administered by an independent | 
board whose members had no 
direct connection as industrial- 
ists or as officers of a labor or- | 
ganization, | 

Both labor and industry appeared 
prepared to accept compulsory ar- 
bitration of disputes, if carried out 
by an independent body with dis- 
patch and fairness,

7. A federal council should be es- 
tablished to share nutrition poli- 
cies and encouragement should be 
given to the supplying of milk and 
hot lunches to children at school. 
Consideration should be given to a 
plan like the United States “stamp 
plan” to increase consumption of 
nutritional foods by low-income 
families ‘ 

8. Widened economic research 
should be carried out and consid- 
eration be given to financial help 
to agriculture colleges, with appro- 
priations for experimental work, 
and increased research in the na- 
tional sciences, 

9. Extended facilities should be 
provided for agricultural voca- 
tional training and extension ser- 
vices, 

10, Expanded research on land 
utilization, with legislation similar

11. Soil surveys should be made 
prior to land settlement and con- 
sideration should be given to in- 
creasing the density of population 
in desirable areas rather than new 
settlement in less-promising dis- 
tricts.

There once was a time when any 
young girl who was both thin and 
pale, was certain that she had an- | 
emia. But now we know that Hoty 
all thin people are anemic, and not 
all pale people are suffering from 
this disease. The day of taking 
pink pills for pale people is over. 

It is impossible to determine 
whether anemia is present or not 
by merely looking at the patient. 
The only way to tell is to examine 
some of the blood under a micro- 
scope. When blood is healthy it has 
over 5,000,000 red blood cells and 
about 7,500 white blood cells per 
cubic millimeter, and the blood 
should have a definite amount of 
redness caused by the hemoglobin 
in the red blood corpuscles, The 
redness of the hemoglobin is caus- 
ed by iron pigments. You can re- 
alize how important this hemoglobin 
is to the health when you under- 
stand that it carries the oxygen 
from the lungs to all parts of the 
body. When the percentage of hem- 
oglobin falls below 90, the body can 
not obtain enough oxygen. 

A lot of people think that since 
hemoglobin is made from an iron 
compound, all that is necessary to 
increase the amount of hemoglobin 
is to eat more iron, As a matter 
of fact foods which contain iron are 
very numerous, and most of them 
are common foods found sin an 
ordinary diet, In those who do not 
have enough hemoglobin it seems 
that something has happened to the 
body's ability to use the iron thai 
is present in the food, Only about 
.002 of an ounce of iron is required 
by the body daily and as iron is 
abundant in lettuce, spinach, orange 
juice, milk, bran flakes, eggs, dried 
apricots, prunes, beef, almonds, figs, 
dates, raisins and nearly all fruits 
and vegetables, you will see that the 
average diet contains a sufficient 
amount of this valuable mineral. 

The body's ability to assimilate 
the iron in food can be greatly in- 
creased by a fruit fast accompani- 
ed by such heaith-building meas- 
ures as fresh air sunbaths and ex- 
ercise. If one follows this method, 
a great improvement in both the 
number of red blood cells and the 
color of hemoglobin can be noticed. 
In fact, the various forms of an- 
emia, including pernicious and sec- 
ondary usually yield in a spectacu- 
lar manner to a simple common- 
sense form of treatment. Some- 
times the rate of recovery is al- 
most unbelievable. For example 
with an orange juice fast it is 
often possible to see an immediate 
improvement in the red blood cells 
It seems that the toxins which were 
responsible for the anemic condi 
tion are absorbed and eliminated 
and as the blood becomes cleaner 
and healthier it is able to increase 
both in the number of red blood 
cells and the percentage of color 
I have yet to see a case where this 
improvement did not take place, 

In cases of secondary anemia, 
where there is a larger number ot 
white blood cells than there should
